"If the charges that have been lodged with C. W. Moss, 
Secretary of the Siitb Civil Service District at Cincinnati, 
by Secretary I-Kn Devink of the local Board can be sub- 
stantiated, it looks like there was something rotten about 
the eaamination held here a few yeara ago lor Postofflce 
Clerk, at which time Bkmib Ort waa the only candidate 
examined. 

"Mr. Dbvine aaya the first knowledge he had of the 

matter was about the first of F< briiary, when Mr. M< • 
Kklli'I', a Postotlice attache, came to him and eaid he 
believed the eaamination of Ort was crooked. He looked 
up 'he records and found that Secretary Snmi kt. T. Hi< k- 
MAN was the only Examiner present, which wa« unusual 
and looked enepiciooa. He did aotlMl inatiflad in mak- 
ing a report on such meager evidence, but says that 
shortly after this the same party told him that Mr. Hick- 
MAN had stated to him that be bad given Mr. Ort aaaist- 
ance enough to pass. L. and N. Mail Clerk Fish made 
a similar statement afterwards, and he says these parties 
aaked him to make a report, bat aa they would make no 
aflSdavits supporting the chargt , he refused. 

"A week ago another gentleman agreed to make affi- 
davit, on condition that hie name be kept aecret, to the 
effect that Hi< kman had told him h« had given OiiT in- 
formation enough to enable bSm tO paas, and that with- 
out hie help Ort would never have atood the examina- 
tion. 

"When asked about the matter Hickuam wanted to 
huab it up, aaying it was five yeara old and that he did 

not want to i;et into any confrnvorsy over the matter. 
Ue refused to make any other jstatement than that be 
would tell the Oommiaaion the whole truth when ques- 
tioned liy it. 

"The matter will be thoroughly investigated by the 
Civil Service Oommiaaion, and if the charges are aus- 
taiued, there will likely be a flip-flop io the local Post* 

office."

Tbe first woman to uwo a piece uf IsdiI id 
Kentaeky was Sasaaaak Booaa, a daagktar of 
Daniel Boone, who very early obtained s pat- 
ent for a tract in MadisoB eoanty. 

The Irst marriage ia Kaataeky was that of 
SaaasI Baadarsoa to Elisabsth Calloway, An- 
gnst 7tb, 1770. Tbeir daughter, Fannie, born 
in 1777. was ths first white child in the sUte 
bora of paroats nanrted fa tha state. 

The first plow stock manufactured was made 
by William Pogue at Harruil.iburjf in 1770. He 
altio made the^tirst loom while his wife broDght 
tha tot s^aiag wkaol to the state aad were 
fiOB the Mat of nettli'.i the first piece of linen 
manafaetnrsd, and from buffalo wool the first 
piece of linsey.
